We may be tuning in broadcast 
stations by myracyciles instead of ki- 
locycies soon. The use of the term 
“myracycie,” 10,000 cycles, or ten kilo- 
cycles, to designate broadcast fre- 
quencies has been suggested to the 
Pederal Radio Commission by Guy M. 

rd, an electrical engineer of Colo- 

and is being considered as «4 
standard term. The creator of this 
means of indicating the broadcast 
frequencies, points out that since the 
assignments are in even kilocyojes 
and the separation is placed at ten 
kilocycies, the use of units of /ten 
Kilocycles would simplify ‘he work 
of the commission and the interpre- 
tation by the broadcasters and list- 
eners. Fewer res would be re- 
quired. Instead of saying 1500 kilo- 
cycles, he proposes the d 
ase 150 myracycies, eliminating one 
digit, or sixty-six myracycies instead 
of 660 kilocycles. The last digits are 
Zeros anyhow, so he sees no reason 
for using them. 

The basis of this system lies in 
the plan the American Institute of 
Mechanical Engineers introduced some 
years ago, whereby the unit of “myra- 
watt” or 10,000 watts was estab- 
lished 


Applying this method to the op- 
eration of radio receivers, Mr. Laird 
points out that many dials are num- 
bered from 100 to 0, or: according 
to frequency decrease. If the tuning 
dial is calibrated from 100 to 0 and 
reads fifty-five for a station trans- 
mitting on ninety-three myracycies, 
or 930 kKilocycles, the difference be- 
tween ninety-three and fifty-five is 
thirty-eight, which may -be taken 
as the constant of the set for tun- 
ing. Mr. Laird explains. When the 
fan wants to locate the tuning points 
for a station operating on sixty-six 
myracycles, he subtracts his set con- 
stant of thirty-eight from sixty-six 
which gives him ty-eight as the 
approzimate point on the dial where 
the station should come In, Contin-

SPOILS TONE OF SET 


Most radio sets are turned on too 
loudly, with the r-sult that the repro- 
duced voice and music sound harsh 
and raucous and echo badly. To 
avoid such wneatisfactory results in 
a small apartment or house, the vol- 
ume control should be turned down

WIRE SKINNING TOOL SIMPLE 


In using the popular rubber-cov- 
ered stranded hook-up wire, radio 
constructors usually experience con- 
siderable trouble in skinning the ends 
for connections. A simple tool which 
is very conyenient for this work can 
be made from an ordinary large bat- 
tery connection clamp, which resem- 
bies an o tie clasp. Merely 
file the jaws of the clamp smooth and 
cut in them, with a three-cornered 
file. a notch which is roughly the size 
of the wire. To use the tool, simply 
close the jaws over the wire to be 
skinned, squeeze with the fingers and 
at the same time pull outward toward 
the wire'’s end.

At any 
rate, when the building was completed, 
in. September, 1859, the newspapers of 
that day hailed it as the most notable 
business block.anywhere south of San 
Francisco, and ft was regarded as a won- 
derful ornament to the city, and a step 
in the right direction as providing what 
was then considered by the businesg men 
of Los Angeles as a “fireproof structure 
for business purposes.” 


But in building his famed Arcadia Block 
Don Abel made one mistake-—yet it 
turned out all right in the end. In those 
times Los Angeles street was only a nar-

row, ungraded, dirty and dusty thorough 
fare. The west side of the street, upon 
which the Arcadia Block stood, was ele- 
vated several feet above the level of the 
street. ‘This, however, was a scheme of 
Stearne’s to defeat the overflow of the Los 
Angeles River. At that time the river 
did not occupy its present channel. It 
ran much nearer the city—in fact, during 
the rainy season it ran dangerously close 
to Los Angeles street. And on at least 
one occasion—the winter of 1861-62-—it 
overfiowed its banks and recorded the 
greatest of all floods in Los Angeles’ his- 
tory. It created a panic among the store- 
keepers occupying “Mellus’ Row” just 
across the street from the Arcadia Block, 
all of whom were driven out by the flood 
waters. 
When it was first erected, the don had 
a hard time renting the stores in his new 
block. This was simply because they 
stood so much higher than the level of 


«the street that no merchant would occupy 
them, believing that patrons would pot 


exert themselves to climb up several 
steps when the merchants in “Mellus’ 
Row” could supply all their needs from 
the street level. But with the rush of 
waters during the winter flood of 1861-62, 
these same merchants who had laughed 
at the don's failure to rent his stores, 
were glad enough to occupy them. 


But Fate played one joke on the don. 
His famous block was 4o situated that 
the surplus water from the river over- 
flow ran off into neighboring streets and 
buildings, and the city sued him for dam- 
ages. However, when the case came to 
trial, Don Abel won out, much to the 
disgust of the “city dads.” 

When Stearns built the Arcadia Block

he determined to make it as near fire-. 
proof as possible; so he decided to have 
shutters in the 
structure. However, as Los Angeles bad 
no iron foundry in those days, and San 
Francisco was too distant for the impa- 
tient builder, he was nonplussed for «4 
time. But he overcame the difficulty by 
starting an iron foundry on New High 
street, thus not only supplying his own 
needs, but creating some loca! iron-cast- 
ing trade as well. 


Historians are prone to have the world 


believe that gold wag discovered in Call-. 


fornia at Sutter’s mill race in 1848, near 
Sacramento. This is an error. Gold was 
first discovered in this State in San Fran- 
cisquito Canyon, a few miles west of Los 
Angeles; and it was Don Abel Stearns 
who sent the first California gold to the

worth of the precioud metal, which came 


* from the San Francisquito placers, and 


it went around the Horn in a sailing ves- 
sel, reaching the Philadelphia mint July 
8, 1843—five years before gold was dis 
covered at Sutter's. 


After the Arcadia Block was completed 
several of the more enterprising among 
the white populace of the pueblo decided 
it was high time Los Angeles had a public 
library. Accordingly, late in 1859, the 
first public library was started in Stearns’s 
new block. It cost $5 initiation fee and 
a dollar a month for members to enjoy 
the privileges of the new library associa- 


tion. Henry Mellus, who was elected ~ 


treasurer, contributed many books from 
his own private library, while the mes- 
sengers of the Overland Mail and Pony 
Express secured such eastern newspapers 
ag were then available for use of the 
patrons. However, the project was not 
sufficiently patronized, and to the regret 
of the better educated citizens, it finally 
had to be abandoned. 

During 1860 the German element of the 
town organized the German Benevolent 
Society, called the “Eintracht,” which met 
Tuesday and Friday evenings in the Ar- 
cadia Block, the upper story being a large 
room known as “Stearns’s Hall.” The 
“Eintracht” afforded stimulating enter- 
tainment and was a source of much good 
during its existence. 

The first Jewish church services in Los 
Angeles were held in Stearns's Hall under 
Rabbi Edelman in 1862.

The Los Angeles Athletic Club was or- 
ganized and began its existence in the 
Arcadia Block in 1880. Forty young men, 
M. H. Newmark among the number, were 
the charter members of an organization 
which today numbers more than 4609. 
The new athletic club occupied quarters. 
in the Arcadia Block for two years, when 
its growth compelled ft to seek more com- 
modious quarters. 

In the days when Los Angeles boasted 
of a Vigilance Committee, these deter- 
mined followers of Judge Lynch also occe- 
pled quarters in the Arcadia Block. In 
December, 1870, a Frenchman named 
Lachenais, who lived about where the 
Westminster Hotel now stands, 
northeast corner of Fourth and Main 
streets, shot and killed one Jacob Rell. 
Both men had adjoining small ranches 
south of the city. They had trouble over 
water taken from the zanja. and Lache- 
naig murdered Bell, although this informa-

The vitamines the medica) profession is 
now discovering have been known for many 
years to those of us who espouse natural 
diet. We called them differently—the vital 
principle in food, the life substance; the 
mineral compounds and many other titles. 
Now they are endowed with a nice, respect- 
able name. ~ 

“Care of the Body” has not only recom- 
mended lemonade as an excellent item of 
diet but also the juice of all the citrus 
fruits. The lemonade we indorse, how- 
ever, is not made with stravation white, re- 
fined sugar. Personally, I like and recom- 
mend lemonade as well ag any other fruit 
drink. The simplest method of production 
is the juice of a lemon, a teaspoonful of 
honey and some warm water. 

On the subject of mixtures, much may be 
said. Notwithstanding the popular defini- 
tion, I still do not know what is a starch and 
what is an acid. Most foods contain some 
starch. Some are preponderatingly starch. 
Some contain very little. 

“What is an acid?” “Do we mean by this, 
foods which contain natural fruit acids or 
those foods which ultimately produce physi- 
ological acids in the system’ Oranges, 
lemons or grapefruit would be fruit acids. 
Yet they most assuredly do not produce 
acids in the body. They counteract acidity 
instead. 

The simplest advice I can -extend on the 
subject of mixtures is to have your food as 
natural and free from the artifices of man as 
possible. Then eat just enough to satisfy 
the hunger and forget about mixtures!

It is true that unsulphured foods knee a 
tendency to spoil more rapidly than those to 
which the chemical has been added. 

On the other hand, thé increased health 
value of a sulphur-free food more than com- 
pensates for the economic loss due to the 
spoiling of the food. 

More important, however, is the action of 
the sulphur in Ahe body. 

Commercially, sulphur is applied as sul- 
phur dioxide, which with the addition of wa- 
ter easily becomes converted into. sulphur- 
ous acid. Sulphurous acid, again, can quick- 
ly be changed into sulphuric acid, a strong 
irritant and a powerful poison to the body. 

Even though this be taken in minute 
doses; its cumulative effect is great. ~ 

We certainly do not want sulphuric acid 
poison in the system.

Learn how to read your labels. The Pure 
Foods and Drugs Act makes it compulsory 
to state whether each food is preserved with 
sulphur dioxide.

Chemistry usually assigns sixteen impor- 
tant elements in the composition of the 
body. All told, there are &pproximately, 
thirty-three elements. 

Of these sixteen, ten are acid-forming; 
siz, alkaline and baseforming. However, 
the six are found in a proportion of four to 
one greater than the ten. 

These’ alkaline or base-forming salts are 
calcium, commonly knoWn as linte, sodium, 
which the laymen usually understands as 
salt, potassium, tron, magnestum and manga- 
nese 

Lime, In so far as it is the principal ele 
ment of the bones, teeth, hair, nails and 
hlood-stream, is present in the body more 
. than all the rest of the salts combined. 

The acid-torming elements are carbon, 
hydrogen, oxygen, nitrogen, phosphorous, 
eulphur, silicon, fluorine and todine. These 


are found principally in the flesh foods and, 


to some extent, in the denatured segars and 
in the refined starches. 

Eges, fish, meat, refined breads, refined 
cereals, particularly white sugar, coffee, tea 
and cocoa are all acid-producing foods.

CAMP INDEPENDENCE 


Few old army posts in California had a 
more thrilling, dramatic, varied, and highly 
spectacular record than Camp Independence, 

Inyo county. 

It. was here that there arrived the famous 
Mono and Owens River Expedition that bad 
left Camp Latham, near Los Angeles, on 
June 12, 1862, and had united with other 

~ trdops of the same regiment, the Second 
California Cavalry; and camped here, on Oak: 
Creek (near the present town of Independ- 
ence which was named from this fort) on 
July 4, 1862) The soldiers, to honor the day, 
cut down a tall. pine tree, trimmed it, and 
converted ft inte a flagpole fifty feet high, 

whieh they hoisted the flag of our 
country, gave three times three cheers for it, 
and fired three volleys from thelr smal): 
arms, as a salute In ite honor. And, to a fur- 
ther memorial of this auspicious day, this 
new post was named Camp Independence.

This permis- 
sion was granted, as a matter of policy, hw 
manity and economy; and on July 11, 1863, 
Captain McLaughlin set out from Camp In- 
dependence with 906 Indian men, women 
and children, escorted by a guard of three 
troops of the Second California Cavalary 
and a detachment of the Fourth California 
Infantry, for this reservation in the Tejon 
Pass. 

When this cavalcade arrived at Hot 
Springs Valley, near Keyesville, the com- 
manding officer received, by courier, orders 
from the War Department, directing that 
Camp Independence should be abandoned 
forthwith, now that the Indian trouble here 
seemed to be settled. Upon receipt of this 
order, McLaughlin, who was merely an of- 
ficer of State Volunteers, and hence ignorant 
of the regulations of the War Department, 
promptly acted upon it, in a business-sense 
way, somewhat as a manager would act in 
closing out an wunprofitble branch of his 
house. With his own troop, be returned at 
once to Camp Independence, whers he sold 
off all the government property to the only 
local bidder, Warren Matthews. 

Meanwhile, of the 906 Indian captives that 
had set out from Camp Independence, only 
850 arrived at Fort Tejon. due to some es- 
caping en route; and to these and to the 
others, at least double the number cap- 
tured and now returning from the desert 
and mountains to Owens Valley, the numer- 
ous and honest white settlers of this region 
sent a warm-hearted invitation to return, 
and henceforth live in-peace with their 
white neighbors. 

Later, the uneasiness of some settlers, 
aroused by Indian acts of revenge for evil 
deeds inflicted upon them by white ruffiians, 
led to a call to Sacramento for troops; and

From this time, on to its final abandon- 
ment in 1877, this post was continually garri- 
soned. When the California Volunteers

the terrible and historic earthquake of 1872, 
so famous, and so localized, by its perform- 
ances of many marvelous seismic.feats and 
freaks. This quake tumbled over the post 
boildings, killed a number of people in this 
region ,who were living in adobe butldings, 
and led to the rebuilding of the post with 
wooden buildings. | 

Captain Dove marched out from Camp !n- 
dependence with the last of this garrison, on 
June 20, 1873, for San Diego, California; ve- 
ing replaced by Captain McGowah, com- 
manding another company of the Twelfth 
United States Infantry, and who represented 
law and order here for some time, once 
chased the famous bandit Vasquez who had 
dared to raid this region, 


McGowan received orders, on July 9, 1877, 
to abandon this old post; and early nest 


day. he marched out, according to his or- 


ders, to proceed to the war-front, where 
General Miles was conducting his celebrated 
campajgn against the Nez Perce Indians 
Idaho. 

When this post was abandoned, the adje- 
cent settlers were allowed to secure govern: 
ment title to the ground on which their 
homes had been erected in the past. and 
they thus acquired the farms that their hon- 
est labors had improved. The fine grounds 
of the old post, with their substantial build- 
ings and rows of lovely trees, were long 
sought by Inyo county as a site for a County 
High School; but the bills introduced into 
Congress to this end died im thin air; and 
few, save a handful of aged residents, now 
remember the stern, eventful and crucial 
part once played in the histcry and progress 
of this picturesque valley by the volunteer 
and regular troops that once garrisohed 
Camp Independence.

CSMOKE 


NE of those statistical fellows has dis- 

f covered that the United States and 
Great Britain are smoking four cigarettes 
today for every one that was smoked 
twenty years ago. 


He informs us that cigarettes are selling 
at the rate of $7 a year for every man, 
woman and child in those countries. 


“One of the obvious reasons for the in- of 


crease is the new partiality of women for 
the habit .. . it seems to be true that 
the whim of fashion dictates a cigarette as 
it does short skirts. Even grandmothers 
smoke, as they show their. knees. On the 
occasion of thé last court at Buckingham 
Palace, when motor cars lined up in a 


growing queve on the Mall from six o'clock - 


to half-past eight, it was hard to discover a 
car without a cigarette. Smoking rooms 
recognized in the women’s 


years ago one was instituted in the aus 
tere Bryn Mawr College of the United 
States. Within ten years (1913 to 1923) 
the annitial consumption of cigarettes in 
the United States rose from_fifteen billion 
to alxty-three billion—and the bulk of the 
growth has been officially attributed to 
women.” 
So declares this statistician. 


And, of course, We have seen some signs 
of it in Los Angeles. Twenty years ago in 
this city it was possible for a woman to 


_ create a shockful sensation with a foolish 


little cigafette. I know because I. unawit- 
tingly did it. In England an after-dinner

usual. It didn’t mean a thing. Quite nice 
girls did it with impunity.

and mother in my new pretty house at 


Alhambra, and the pastor made his formal 
call, | made him a cup of tea and passed 
the cigarettes. It seemed only sociable to 
smoke one with him. And the baby being 
very young; I had him in a little cradle 
on the floor beside us, where I could rock 
him with one foot, the while I arranged 


with that nice young pastor for the baby's” 


baptiom. It was to be this pastor's very 
first baptism in the new little church, so 
we got quite enthusiastic about it. 


Then two lady neighbors called. I was 
conscious of a certain frigidity in the air, 
but ascribed it to the possibility that the 
ladies and the pastor disagreed on methods 
getting to heaven. The pastor seemed 
very embarrassed, too—after being so nice 
and chatty a few minutes before. So I 
passed the ladies the cigarettes, too, in the 
hope that they would provide a social lubri- 
cant. They declined sedately. 1 wondered 


if it was unethical for Methodist ladies to. 


smoke cigarettes with Episcopalian pastors 


The next day I knew all about it. The 
news had flown over town. The bread man 
brought the news of my degradation. The 
gas-meter man questioned me curiously. 
My husband heard all about it from the 
other husbands ... luckily, he stood 


by me in my shame, and pretty soon I was — 


being excused on the score that I was En- 
glish. I let i be known that I should 
henceforth conform to the customs of the 
country | had adopted, and on that under- 
standing my ostracism was postponed. 
And the baby's baptisom made a nice re 
epectabile item in the local paper, which 
probably assisted in offsetting my social 
crime. 


It was, I recall, nearly ten years before 
that that a cute little soubrette sang «a 
song in a musical comedy, with the refrain: 


“Oh, sly cigarette, dear cigarette, 

Why do you teach me to love you 6&0, 
When f have to pretend that I don't, you 
know.” . . 


Bo it was I that was shocked, when a 
year later I was writidg golf abd had to 
attend the country clubs-—and discovered 
that any number of nice society mamas 
in good standing in the society column 
were «moking cigarettes on the sly in the 


ladies’ dressing-room on golf journament 
days. Doing it on the sly did seem much 
more reprehensible to me! 

It was about that time that the motion 
pictures adopted the cigarette as the hall- 
mark of a wicked siren. When they wanted 
to make it quite clear that the lady was 
no good, they portrayed her smoking a 
cigarette. We knew exactly what to think 
of her. 


In those days any female who dared to 
smoke in a public restaurant was politely 
but insistently reprimanded by the man- 
agement and required to desist forthwith. 
But the old Alexandria tearoom, which be- 
came a regular four o'clock rendezvous, 
became a little lax about it. Not for long, 
however. The scandal was too shameful. 
So the edict went forth that the Alexandria 
had returned to grace and henceforth smok- 
ing females would please keep out. It, was 
good for a virtuous editorial in all the 
newspapers at the time. 

I recall being amazed that quite nice 
dames would quaff cocktails galore* with- 
out a quiver and yet turn up their noses 
at the idea of a cigarette. Anything 
stronger than a small glass of old sherry, 
or maybe a little claret with one’s lunch, 
struck me as being much more seriously 
lacking in gentility -han cigarettes. ‘ 

Soon after this | had to interview Ger- 
trude Atherton, who smoked her cigarettes 
skewered on the end of a long hatpin to 
save ber fingers. She asked me if | was 
“public.” I probably looked dazed. But 
she laughingly explained that she had 
promised the W.C.T.U. that she wanpld not 
smoke a cigarette “in public,” but that she 
felt a soothisg cigarette was essential to 
a newspaper interview—if she could feel 
assured that I wasn't “public.” That was 
ten years ago. But since Gertrude was 
scrupulous about it, it is obvious that the 
astonishing increase in female smoking 
cannot be laid to Mrs. Atherton’s sinful 


About that time I was club editor. And 


I attended my first convention in a distant 
town, where we all had rooms at a hotel. 
We newspaper women invited a half a 
dozen club presidents up to our room one 
night ... and I made the astonishing 
discovery that four of them smoked! 
and one was @ State president, too! 


And now .. . good gracious, nary a 
party but what provides cigarettes for all 
the women guests. I mean, you know, one 
can even see some smoking at opera lunch- 
eons and welfare committee luncheons 
quite openly, without shame. Half the 
civicly prominent women I know carry their 
own. You should have heard the sigh of 
relief that escaped ‘round the Biltmore ball- 
room when Princess Louise of Sweden 
opened up her little case. 


Cigarette smoking has certainly become 
effeminate. They tell me the Navy stands 
staunchly for pipes and virile masculinity. 
England's Prime Minister, Italy's Duce, our 
own Vice-President and such persons of 
masculine dominance all stick to pipes. The 
second line of masculine defense prefers 
cigars. Cigarettes are for Women and ef- 
feminate men! Maybe. 

Anyway, this amazing thing has hap 
pened. And all the same it is a dashed 
silly, wasteful habit. And messy, too! I 
decline to defend it. Bven if those fellows 
they plaster on the billboards smoking cer- 
tain brands of cigarettes do look attractive 
masculine lords of creation. But it is no 
use blaming the women. I should say 
those clever advertisements that meet our 
eye at every turn are responsible. We've 
been advertised into it. Besides, if the men 
found it so soothing Much more 
excuse for a woman indulging in soothing 
things .. 

And I will wager the men can make « 
sporting bargain with us any time they 
want to. If they will knock off smoking. 
we will follow sult, just as we did about 
the smoking. Dash i all, we can't be ex- 
pected to do all the wirt@ous leading and 
have all the sense!

North of Tejon lay Camp Miller—later 
called Fort Miller, in the Upper San Joaquin 
Valley. This fort was founded May 26, 1851, 
on the left bank of the San Joaquin River; 

and was garrisoned by two companies of the 
Second United States Infantry, one of which 
’ “had as its captain Nathanial W. Lyon, later 
a famous Union general, who met his death 
at the Battle of Wilson Creek, during the 
Civil War. ‘The fort was named after Major 
Miller of this regular army regiment, who 
died tm 1862. It was located inside of the 
western foothills of the Sierra Nevada, close 
to a large village of the San Joaquin In- 
dians, who were the largest surviving frag- 
ment of the once numerous and powerful 
tribe of the Pitcatche Indians, that haf ruled 
aforetimée over all this part of the great 
valley of the San Joaquin River. 

Surrounded ty a stout stockade, it occw- 
pled a strategic site, and was situated so as 
to effectively control the Indians living’ be- 
tween the Kern and Merced rivers Due to 
its location on a spot surrounded by the 
foothills, it was cut off from the vagrant 
breezes that cool lower places or higher 
places near its site; and hence it was right- 
ly reckoned, In army circles, as Just seven 
degrees cooler than that sulphurous court 
of last resort for sinners—Fort Yuma, Ari- 
zona, where the average July temperature 
was 92 degrees, while that of Fort Miller av- 
eraged 85 degrees. 

Gold in considerable quantities was 
found near here, and eventually rich gold

_ That officer hurled his troops into this bor- 
der warfare, without seeming to have in- 
quired into the merits of this deadly issue, 
and soon inflicted severe punishment on 
these unfortunate and misguided Indians. 
As a result of this, the most manly and 
fiercest male members of this tribe fled to 
Owens Valley, and with deathiess hatred 
and a quenchiess thirst for vengeance burn- 
fing in their hearts, they stirred up trouble 
for the white man, not only there, Dut all 
over the Southwest, wherever an Indian 
campfire diazed, and there was told again 
the story of the red man’s immemorial 
wrongs at the hands of the hated white man. 

Captain E. 0. C. Ord, later a Union gen- 
eral, was the last officer of the Regular 
Army to command this old post; and in Oc- 
tober, 1858, he marched out of it, at the 
head of his company. It was formally aban- 
doned in October, 1864, and was later sold 
to private parties. 


CAMP BABBITT ° 


Old Camp Babbitt was located near V!1- 
salia, and its garrison was stationed there,

Babbitt, probably In the fall of that year. 
Early in 1863, two hundred Indians made 
an attack on Lieutenant Doughty and six

four others, including Lieutenant Doughty, 
who was shot in the head With an arrow. 
Lieutenant Davis, with forty troopers of the

dependence, to reinforce the garrison there, 
in view of the threatening attitude of the 
Owens Valley Indians. 

A troop of the same regiment of California 
Cavalry that had been stationed at Fort 
Churehill, Nevada, was also sent .to this 
post; and, also, on April 12, 1863, Company 
D of the same Second California Cavalry, 
was sent from Camp Babbitt, under com- 
mand of Captain McLaughlin, en route to 
Camp Independgnce. On April 18, McLaugh- 
lin arrived at Keysville in Kern county, and 
there perpetrated one of the most outra- 
geous and cold-blooded massacres ever re- 
corded.

mighty oak the brief and thrilling epitaph: 
“1, John Beck, was killed here by a bear, Oc- 
tober 17, 1837.” 

The local Indians, most of whom Ifved on 
the large adjacent Indian reservation of San 
Sebastian, established near here after Fort 
Tejon was founded, had a legend as to the 
killing of this earliest pioneer of these parts 
by the grizzly; and, judging from the large 
numbers of skulls found tn this vicinity, one 
can well believe that this was once a vVerit- 
able grizzly paradise, where these fearless 
monsters once reigned supreme. That it 
also was once well populated by Indians, nu- 
merous traces attest. These traces more- 
over still afford evidences of ancient Indlan 

battlegrounds, where the aborigines met in 
deadly conflict to decide between themselves 
and the grizzlies the ownership offthe boun- 
teous crops of acorns, from which the Call- 
fornia Indians made the acorn-meal that 
then formed such a large part of their daily 
diet. 

After Fort Tejon was founded and occe 
pied by the First United States Dragoons, 
in 1854, its garrison was on the job of pro- 
tecting the United States mail route to 
Northern California through Tejon Pass, and 
the settlers and travelers who 


«<> 


these affrighted aborigines should - 
to the same, at sight of the fearsome array 
of the might and majesty of Uncle Sam, thus 
bent on exploring darkest Owens Valley. 

Leaving Fort Tejon on July 31, 1859, the 
expedition ascended the mountains to Walk- 
er’s Basin, passed by-the old Kern River 
Mine, traveled eastward along the South 
Fork of the Kern River, crossed the Slerras 
through Walker's Pass, and thence reached 
Owens Laké, where the Colonel said hé 
found the Piute men pacific, honest, and 
svverior to other California Indians, and the 
Piute squaws busy gathering up in baskets. 
for food, vast quantities of larvae washed 
ashore by the waves of Owens Lake. 

The Indians fled at the approach of 
Beale’s dread armament, but were finally 
convinced that now, as always, the army 
was the Indian's best friend, and so they 
again drew near, and gased with awe at the 
howitzer. The Fort Tejon commander had 
a grand pow-wow with the chiefs of the 
twelve hundred Piute Indians who cdaimed 
Owens Valley as their ancestral domain, 
warning the red men against committing 
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murder and robbery, especially upon the 
pale-faces, and threatening them with the 
sword, if the aborigines resorted to these 
pastimes. 

The proud,. brave old Piute Chief smiled 
scornfully at the threat. 

“Tell him,” he gaid to the Interpreter, “we 
fear fit not—that what I have said, I have 
said. I have laid my heart at hie feet; let 
bim look at it!” 

The white chief looked at it, and found 
it good; and so, the pipe of peace was 
smoked, and the soldiery returned again to 
théir post at Fort Tejon, convinced that the 
stock stolen was purloined by rascally white 
men, Mexican cattle-thieves, or the preda- 
tory redskins of the Tulere region, whose 
forebeags had acquired aforetime a fond 


fancy for baked, boiled or roasted horse- 
meat. 


Fort Tejon was also, in a sense, the head 
post of all the other posts. camps and forts 
established in the Upper San Joaquin Va)- 
ley, just as old Fort Reading (established in 
May, 1852; abandoned January, 1867) was 
in the upper valley of the Sacramento, at 
the other end of the State. Also, it acted as 
a source of supply for such, and for military 
expeditions like the Mono and Owens River 
expedition, sent from Camp Latham (be- 
tween Santa Monica and Los Angeles) in 
1862, under Colonel Evans, to meet troops 
from Camp Babbitt (near what is now 
salia) and pacify the Piutes. In September 
of this year, the Indian Commissioner left 
Fort Tejon with Alexander Gofey—one of 
Fremont’s most famous scouts, now living 
there—with presents and plans for a peace 
treaty with the Piutes. 

It was here that 850 Piutes—men, women 
and children—arrived on July 22, 1863, after 
having surrendered to the assembled troops 
at Camp Independence. Many other Piutes 
had escaped, en route to Fort Tejon, and 
twice as many stil) lurked in the fastnesses 


_of the neighboring hills; but as the Indians 


had been brought literally into subjection 
by the destruction of their food supplies, 
they were content to abide awile in peace 
at Tejon, and fatten on such government ra- 
tions as fell to their lot. 


One of the most interesting accounts, not 
only of Fort Tejon, but of Los Angeles, 
Southern California, and the perfis of trav- 
eling in those days, is that of Bishop W. In- 
araham Kip, First Episcopal Bishop of Call- 
fornia, who visited these places in October, 
1856, as the guest of Major Townsend, who 
had been sent from military headquarters 
in San Francisco, to inspect and report on 
Forts Téjom and Miller. Only a well-armed 
and strong party could safely traverse the

Many legends about old Fort Tejon were 
long remembered by the old mountaineers 
and white-whiskered prospectors who 
tramped the hills from the Simi te Te 
hachapi. Bishop, the Virginian and ‘49-er, . 
and officer in the war against the Mariposa 
Indians in 1851, was in charge of Tejon in 
1853; and next year, be and Scout Alexan- 
der Godey contracted to keep Usicle Sam's 
soldiers in food at the fort. 

Bishop and General Beale formed a great 
partnership, involving 
land-acquiring; and when Uncle Sam con- 
ceived the plan of building a military 
wagon-road from Fort Tejon clear across 
thé continent, over deserts, mountains and 
rivers galore, to Fort Smith, Arkansas, these 
two patriots took the contract to construct 
this monumental and record-breaking high- 
way. 

Beale started building this Appian way 
from the Fort Smith, Arkansas, end, whilst 
Bishop started constructing it from the Fort 
Tejon end—the government allowing them 
the use of the government camels that Uncle 
Sam had lately purchased in Syria and 
Egypt, under and with the advice of Jeffer- 
son Davis, then Secretary of War, and later 
president of the Confoderacy. These camels 
were meant to be used in desert transpor- 
tation—but “that is another story”—as 
sayeth our whilom friend Rudyard Kipling. 
who lately had been shedding large rec 
tangular tears of anguish over the many 
failings of us Americans. 

Old Fort Tejon itself only existed for some 
ten years, and in September, 1864, it was 
abandoned as a military post. About 1913.

When and Bugle Sounded 


N THE earliest years of California's his- 

tory, under the rule of Spein, the four 
ancient Spanish presidios (military poste) 
of San Francisco, Monterey, Santa Barbara 
and San Diego. all situated at sea-ports, 
were the centers of military power, the de 
fenders of Caliternita seaward against for 
eign foes, and the mailed band that held 
down the large Indian population of Call- 
fornia, in whose subjugation and permanent 
pacification this secular arm of the govern- 
ment was alded by the mission system of 
controlling the hordes of aborigines, as 4 
matter of state policy. 


A guard of ten soldiers waa supplied t 
each mission. but a presidio was to be 
founded ta each of the four military dis- 
tricts; and these presidios, with the two 
pueblo districts of Los Angeles and San 
Jose, and the chain of missions, completed 
the earliest governmental establishment of 
California. \ 

San Diego, Monterey and San Francisco 
presidios had already been successfully es- 
teblished: and tn June, 1777, Governor Neve 
decided to found a-fourth presidio, at Santa 
Barbara, to control the powerful tribes of 
‘the Chumash lLodians that then dwelt on the 
mainiand along the Santa Barbara Channel, 
and thus micht disturh communications 
between Northern and Southern California; 
as the only route of travel In these days fol- 
lowed the seashore in that section—the 
whole interfor of California (including the 
great San Joaquin Valley) then being an 
vomapped, unknown wilderness, as ~yet 
untrodden by the foot of white men, save 
possfdly, in part, by the peregrinant Father 
Garces. 

There then were living there some eight 
to ten thousand of these Chumash Indians, 
or Canalenos, as the Spaniards called them 
(‘from the Canal or Strait of Santa Barbara 
that lies between the mainland and the large 
Santa Barbara Islands,) and they were a re- 
merkable and intelligent race of red men, 
having large canoes bullt of planks: living 
by fishing and trading, at the latter of which 
they were 80 apt as to earn for themselves 
the name of “Chinese Indians.” This trait 
was possibly derived from some Asiatic 
blood mixture in thelr veins, plus another 
strain derived from other Polynesian ances 
tors, whose Inflwence at Catalina and other 
channel islands still affords interesting mat- 
ter of conjecture and research to the 
ethnologist, anthropologists and archeolo- 
gist.

However, it was not until April 21, 1782, 
that this military post or presidio of Santa 
Barbara was formally founded by Governor 
Neve, its first commander being Captain 
Frabcisco Ortega, and its location being at 
the intersection of Santa Barbara and Can- 
non Perdido streets, in modern Santa Bar- 
bara. The Santa Barbara Mission was not 
founded till four vears later—December 4, 
1786—thus making Santa Barbara's history 
unique in that it was solely and simply a 
military fort, years before a sacerdotal es- 
tablishment was founded there. 


However, after the establishment of other 
missions, at Purissima and at Santa Ynez, 
Neve'’s advice was ignored, and the regular 
mission system was installed, resulting in 
the separation of masses of the Chamash In- 
dians from their ancestral homes, and their 
location at the missions. This they resented 
so fiercely that, on February 21, 1824, a 
fierce armed outbreak of the Chumashes 
took place against the Santa Ynez, Puri» 
sima, and Santa Barbara missions, followed 
by uprisings at the missions to the south 
that suggested a_carefully planned revolt, 
and that required all the effort of this old 
presidio to put down, as the Chumashes had 
gotten possession of firearms, and displayed 
a spirit of fierce resistance against Governor 
Arguello and his troops. 


The proud Chumashes had been egged on 
and aided in these attacks by the wild In- 
@ians from the Tulares—,alled the Tulare- 
nos by the Spaniards, from the tules, the 
long green bulrushes found in all California 
marshes and along water-courses, and used 
by the aborigines for clothing, buts, and 
even for balsas or rafts. Guided by runaway 
neophytes, who had left mission tutelage, 
these Tularenos, who inhabited the whole 
upper part of the San Joaquin Valley, espe- 
clally near the now vanished great lakes and 
marshes there, then wandered about the 
great interior valley of California in “vast 
bordes of quite naked Indians.” as Jedediah 
Smith said, when he traversed the great 
valley in February, 1827—the first American 


to behold these primitive red men in their 
ancient habitat. Thence they raided the 
Spanish settlements for plunder and stolen 
horses, whose meat they considered a far 
greater delicacy than that of the immense 


. herds of deer and antelope that thronged 


this vast and fertile valley. 


For this reason, the Governor sent a mill- 
tary expedition through the Tularenos, in 
1824, In the usual vain Spanish quest for 
either vengeance, escaped neophytes, or 
traces of their aboriginal communities, 
whom an indignant padre had once publicly 
denounced as “a Republic of Hell, and a 
diabolical union of apostates.” Governor Sola 
had once sent out soldiers against them, to 
conquer this region of demonry, only to have 
the laughing heathen easily elude the white 
men in the sea of tules, near Tulare, and 
survive, to again raid the pale-face ranches, 
and once more wax fat and lusty on the suc- 
culent meat of equines stolen from Southern 
California rancheros. 

The garrison of the Santa Barbara pre- 
sidio enjoyed their usual siesta for a while 
longer, until the military revolt of the un- 
paid soldiers of the California presidiocs, 
under Solis, eventually. culminated in the 
capture of all Northern California by the 
rebels, and the attack of Solis on Santa 
Barbara, so graphically described by young 


Pattie. In the two long-range bloodless bat~ 


thes of Clenequita and Dos Patos (Two 
Ducks,) the local soldiers drove back Solis, 
to his doom, and thus saved California once 
more—after having baffled the pirate Bou- 
chard in 1818, by the strategem of its Com- 
mandante, De la Guerra. 


In the ensuing revolutions in California 
after 1823, during Mexican rule, the local 
garrison followed the “safety first” rule, and 
steered a middle-of-the-road course between 
the contending politicians and people of 
Northern and Southern California, which 
even that early, threatened to split Call- 
fornia into two distinct political entities. 


When Los Angeles revolted and drove out 
its American garrison, in the fall of 1846, 
during the Mexican War, Santa Barbara 
followed its example, along with the rest of 
Southern California; but Fremont’s advent 
into Santa Barbara with his battalion, in 
January, 1847, reduced it to obedience there- 
after, especially as Uncle Sam stationed 
here, at this ancient presidio, a\company of 
American troops under Captaih Liggett. 
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After peace was declared, there no longer 
being need of a military garrison at Sante 
Barbara, the troops were withdrawn, and 
the place ceased to be a military post. Yet, 
in ali California, no place is more replete 
with significant and picturesque data and 
details of California history than this 
ancient military post, over which waved, in 
turn, the banners of Spain, Mexico, and that 
of our own @ation, the United States of 
America, efe it ceased its martial front, and 
became the cradle of a new race, born here 
where once the Chumash ruled land and sea. 
and the ancient Spanish explorers found 
that women had predated her sisters else- 
wheres, in and by the example of the 
ancient Queen or Chieftainess, who here 
onee ruled over a proud tribe of red men tno 
her own right. 


FORT TEJON. 


Until the discovery ‘of gold i Northern 
California, and the vast influx of gold-seek- 
ers Dy land and sea, the only road between 
Northern and Southern California was the 
coastwise route, and the valleys of the Sac- 
ramento and the San Joaquin were inhabited 
solely by Indians, clad only in their birthday 
suits, mitigated by sundry coats of highly- 
colored native paints. But when the gold 
rush came on, the Argonauts who streamed 
into Southern California by the two 
branches of the Southern Route, through 
Arizona, poured into our own basin by San 
Gorgonia Pass, reached and refitted here at 
Los Angeles, and then sought the most 
direct route to the northern goldfields. 

This crude road, little more than a trail 
made by native vaqueros, following the 
trace of an ancient warpath followed by the 
wild desert Indian tribes, led from Los An-

NCREASING numbers of people are be- 
coming interested in small farm projects 
of all sorts and it is natural that rabbit 

farming should come in for its share of con- 
‘sideration, along with poultry-raising. The 
daily papers are full of alluring advertise 
ments concerning small acreages where 
chickens and rabbits, and fruits, berries and 
the like can be made to return handsome 
profits and bring the “farmer” the greatly 
coveted condition known as “ ce.” 

There is an unquestionable demand for 

rabbit products in this country, just as there 
is for the product of the hen, but market- 
ing those products at a profit becomes 
something of an involved proposition. It is 
not enough to tell the prospective rabbit 
farmer what the extent of that demand is; 
he should also be told something of the con- 
ditions he has to reckon with in: meeting 
that demand. The same thing is true, of 
course, of the poultry business, of fruit 
farming, or the production of any other com- 
modity. 


Rabbit farming has grown to such propor- the

Imperial Valley Seeks Ex 
Most Dependable Farm Industry

L. CENTRO.—A movement has been 

‘launched in Imperial Valley, sponsored 

by bankers, merchants, chambers of 
commerce, the Farm Bureau and growers, 
to bring about an expansion of the dairy in- 
dustry im the great inland basin. A tenta 
tive program calls for a survey of the valley 
to ascertain the number of dairies and 
dairy cows now here, the number of acres 
seeded to alfalfa and available for dairying, 
and the number of acres that have been in 
cotton, corn, vegetables or other crops that 
will be seeded to alfalfa this year and which 
can be secured for dairy purposes. An ef- 
fort will be made, also, to induce land own- 
ers to reduce Tents and give leases to dairy- 
men on terms more liberal than have 
heretofore prevailed. 

After this information has been gathered, 
an advertising campaign is to be inaugurat- 
ed to induce experienced dairymen else 
where to come to the valley to make their 
homes. 

Lettuce and cantaloupes, needless to say, 
have advertised Imperial Valley far and 


. Wide, but growers frankly admit that, owing 


to overproduction and uncertain markets, 
neither of these crops has brought the pro 
ducer a dependable year in and year out 
revenue. There is a feeling among all 
classes of valley business men as well as 


_ farmers, that because dairying has stood 


the test through all the years, it should be 
encouraged and made the region's leading 
industry. 

Alfalfa grows in Imperial Valley the year 
around. Even during the hottest summer 
months and when the temperature is lowest 
in winter there is abundant green feed. This 
in itself gives the area an outstanding po 
sition as a dairy country. The eanoiten 
dairyman has no snow and cold weather of 
the kind encountered in the East to contend

his stock sheltered and warm during the 
winter months. In the East and Middle 
West, great quantities of hay must be cut 
and cured during the summer to feed the 
cattle until the snow disappears, the frost 
is out of the ground and the green feed be- 
gins to grow, but in Imperial the cows feed 
im the alfalfa pastures in January the same 
as in July. The prudent Imperial dairyman 
has his stack of hay, of course, to be fed 
when the alfalfa is being irrigated, or when 
it rains, as it sometimes does, but this is 
only because. cattle can not be permitted in 
the fields when the ground is soft. 
The Imperial Valley rancher has come 
realize the importance of the soil-building 
processes that go with dairying. He knows 
what alfalfa growing and the fertilizer dis 
tributed daily by the herds mean to the val- 
ley soils. Other crops impoverish the soil, 
alfalfa enriches it, and land owners are al- 


Ot all Imperial, Valley’s farming activi- 
ties, dairying has unquestionably proven the 
most profitable, over any extended period, 
and this can be said with a full appreciation 
of the value to the area of the other agri- 
cultural industries developed. There have 
been no “off” years in dairying. as in cot- 
ton, lettuce and cantaloupes. Overproduc 
tion has been unknown in this basic indus 
try, and it seems safe to say that there is 
no danger of its being overdone, at least for 
many years to come. The valley is not at 
this time producing enough dairy products 
for its home consumption, and growth in 
population here and all over California, with 
the ever growing demand for these prod- 
ucts, should more than keep pace with the 
increase in the dairy business. The valley 
population is now estimated at around 65, 
000 and Los Angeles, San Diego, Long

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ized knowledge. If he is going to get re 
sults, the fur-smarketer has to know his way 
about, has to be thoroughly familiar with 
the various outlets and the seasons for mar- 
keting to advantage, and he must know val- 
ues. Not many men in this country are 
qualified to handle this end of thé business, 
and those men are not raising rabbits. The 
only thing the rabbit farmer can do, at 
present, it to sell bis few pelts to one of 
the companies that collect them from the 
growers. The latter, when they have sev- 
eral thousand of them, ship them to some 
representative, who handles them on the 
great primary markets at St. Louis, Chieago 
or New York. Naturally, under auch ar- 
rangements, with the domestic market what 
it is, there isn’t amy great margin of prof- 
it in it for anybody. 

Just the same, the fur angle should not 
be ignored, for while we are working to- 
ward mass production effective tariff, and 
organization, some of our rabbit 
farmers are realizing enough from the pelts 
to offset the overhead, at least. The meat, 
as a matter of fact, should underwrite the 
overhead, and the fur and fertilizer, should 
represent the profit: There are some well 
managed rabbitries where this is the case. 
As in any other line of endeavor, the hu 
man equation enters in. Rusiness like 
methods, economy of time and effort and the 
ability to create a market, applied to the 
rabbit busifess, bring results, just as they 
do in any other. 

For a long time, raising these little anf- 
mals for their meat was the only phase of 
the business that was considered worth 
white.

ONTARIO.—The report of the Chaffey 
Squab Breeding Station at Ontario for the 
month of April credits the five pairs of 
White Kings owned by Hoover Brothers of 
Pomona with first place with a production 
of eight squabs weighing .11 34 pounds; 
also with ten squabs in the nest and three 
pairs of eggs. This pen consumed ffty- 
seven pounds of grain and fifteen pounds 
of grit. 

The second high pen for the month, five 
pairs of Swiss Mondaines from the Knefier 
Lofts of Roscoe, produced eight squabs 
weighing 11 1-3 pounds, with five squabs 
and three pairs of eggs still in the nests. 
This pen consumed fifty-three pounds of 
grain and ten pounds of grit during the 
month. The third high pen for the month 
was of White Carneaux owned by Wen- 
dell Levi, Sumpter, South Carolina. From 
this pen were marketed six squabs weigh- 
Hing a total of ten pounds, while four 
squabs and four pairs of eggs were in the 
nests. This pen consumed forty-two pounds 
of grain and fourteen pounds of grit in the 
thirty-day period.

The Division of Fur Resources is work- 
ing, we have in mind the person with small 
sociation. in an attempt to solve some of 
the rabbit breeders’ problems, for they rec 
ognize the potential value of the 

rabbit as a source of fur. 


FACTS FOR BEGINNERS 


When it comes to discussing rabbit farm- 
ing, we have in mind the person with small 
capital, who wants to make a living out of 
the business. It is only a matter of com- 
mon sense to advise such a one to select a 
popular breed, which is going to give a fair 
return on meat and fur both, with the least 
possible difficulty. Those who have suffi- 
clent capitalization to warrant it, can more 
safely enter the field of experimentation and 
fancy breeding. If no such breeders exist- 
ed, of course, the future outlook for the in- 
dustry would be less hopeful. 


One great element of risk obtains in this 
business and that is disease among the antl 
mals. Of all the ailments rabbits are sub- 
ject to, the breeders are most baffled by 

“snuffles” and coccidiosis. Some authort- 
ties claim that snuffles is one manifestation 
of coccidiosis. It may or may not be so, 
but one thing is sure—the person who final- 
ly procures a real cure for either one is go 
ing to do more toward stabilizing the in- 
dustry than any one else. Hven very suc- 
cessful rabbit farmers. who have put their 
plants on a remuneraative basis. have be- 
come completely discouraged when an epl- 
demic of “snuffles” has hit their stock. 
The mortality from the allment is very 
high and any method of treatment used at 
present is both exacting and expensive and 
results in a small percentage of cures. 

Recently. the top prices any of the 
wholesale butchers have quoted to me is 
15 cents a pound live weight. which in- 
cludes the pelt of the animal. At this 
season, when chicken fryers are so abun- 
dant on the market, the prices are lower 
than during the fall and winter. when 18 
and 20 cents a pound is a fair average. 
There are several companies buying pelts. 
and according to prices quoted from them, 
prime white skins are bringt 15 to 8 
cents apiece, the fancy fur fetching 
from 25 cents to $1.50 or even $1.75 
each. The prime Chinchilla and Lilacs are 
bringing $1.25. while Havanas and French 

Stivers bring $1.75 


unprime white pelts. to 30 cents a pound 
for the commoner varieties. 

A letter from one of the great Chicago 
fur houses quotes the following prices: 
Chinchillas, 25 cents to 75 cents each: oth- 
er domestic rabbit. 15 cents to 75 cents 
This firm specifies that the pelts must be 
thoroughly dry and well stretched, that 
they will be graded according to size and 
condition. 

While meat and fur and breeding stock 
constitute the main sources of revenue 
from the rabbit industry, the by-products 
angle should not be overlooked. A consid. 
erable amount of manure collects In the 
rebbitry in an amazingly short length of 
time and the wise farmer will sé¢° that 
none of it is wasted. Rabbit manure ts 
highly nitrogenous, being about equal to 
sheep manure and richer in ajtrogen than 
horse or cow fertilizer. At present $12 
or $15 a ton is paid for rabbit manure, 
and the sale from this source should’ off. 
set a considerable part of the over-head in 
any rabbitry. 

The university bulletin referred to be 
fore gives estimates which may interest 
those who contemplate raising rabbits and, 
while from personal observation I believe 
these figures to be exceedingly conserva- 
tive, they will serve 
some of the absurdly inflated figures which 
have been published in connection with 
promotion schemes.

This is believed to be of particular inter- 
est to milk goat raisers as affording a pos 
sible future market for an increasing quan- 
tity of their milk. 


WILL SHIP LIMAS GREEN 

CARPINTERIA.—A considerable acreage 
will be planted to Lima beans here in July, 
it ie sald, as the result of the visit of a 
buyer who urged the plantings for green 
bean shipments. It ts reported that over 
1060 acres were signed up and that good 
prices for all the crop shipped have been 
promised. 


GROUND WELL SOAKED 

REDLANDS.—Warren Schoonover, Ual- 
versity citrus specialist, who recently gave 
a series of demonstrations here. advised 
growers that in most places in the district 
there is no rush to irrigate. He says that 
the ground is wet through from the heavy 
epring rains and that it would be wise to 
give.it a chance to dry out and air out so 
that it will be ready for an irrigation in late 
May or in June. 


CHOICE STEERS SHIPPED 

COALINGA.—Nime carloads of stock were 
shipped from Coalinga to Los Angeles and 
San Francisco markets during the last week 
im April. Included in the shipment were 
thirty-six calves, fifty-five steers and 166 
choice steers. Eight cars went to San Fran- 
cisco and one to Los Angeles. 


TO HARVEST FLAX

A REMARKABLE MATING 


The male was reported to have five cen- 
erations of over 300-egg blood back of him. 
The hen mated to this cock bird was cred- 
ited witha record of 280 eggs in a year be- 
fore being imported. Mated together, this 
pair of breeders produced pullet No. 
256 in the Pomona Egg-Laying Contest for 
1924-25 that laid 290 eggs: pullet No. 
181 in the Santa Cruz Ege-Laying Contest 
of 1925-26 that finished her year with 300 
eges, and pullet No. 402 in the Pomona 
Egg-Laying Contest of 1925-26 with a record 
of 306 eges in a year. The ten pullets 
that are leading the Santa Cruz Eg«e- 
Laying Contest this year (first five months 
production) are all daughters of this 
mating and thie pen is credited with a 
world’s record for one month's production, 
with a total of 277 eges during March, an 
average of 27.7 eggs each. 


It took Mr. Milligan a long time to find 
out the real value of this pair of bieds, but 
he declares that the results of thfs one mat- 
ing have compensated him for all of the oth- 
er experiments. Naturally he is building up 
his future flock of heavy producers around 
this remarkable pair of birds, and already 
has a large number of sons and daughters 
from their mating. 


While Mr. Milligan has made great prog- 
ress as a breeder, he has not overlooked the 
value of feeding to produce desirable re 
sults. The high-pedigree stock is fed no 
mash whatever.

This grain is treated 
to one pint of cod-liver ofl to 100 pounds of 
grain and fed in deep straw litter twice a 
day.

Precarious Life Lived 
by Gophers 


BRAWLEY.—The gopher seems ever pres- 
ent in localities of soft and productége soil. 
Despite the large amount of money paid 
Dy Imperial county in the form of bounties. 
for gopher tails, the work of protection 
against the inroads of these underground 
workers must be kept up continuously by 
the Imperial Irrigation District. Both 
gophers and muskrats cause serious trouble 
to the ditch banks, the gophers being per- 
haps the chief cause of flooded roads in the 
county. They burrow into the dry parts of 
the banks and then when the water level 
is raised, the tunnel becomes a waterway. 

Several men are detailed by the irrigation 
district to do nothing but kill gophers, and 
both poisoned grain and gas are used. The 
grain is deposited back from the entrance of 
the hole in the main runway, and the open- 
ing Is carefully closed up again. A short 
welded at one end with a handle at the 
welded at once end with a handle at the 
other is used for boring down into the tun- 
nels for the deposit of grain. 

Gas from the exhaust of an automobile is 
also used most effectively. A hose is at- 
tached to the exhaust and the other end is 
thrust well into the gopher’s hole. The ma- 
chine is left running for fifteen minutes and 
the gas penetrates long distances into the 
runs.

Hooper, walnut Specialist of the Agricul- 
tural Extension Service, will discuss this 
and other problems pertaining to the care of 
young walnut trees at two meetings to be 
held Tuesday and Wednesday, the 17th and 
18th inst.

VERY interesting and tmpoertant 
of projects and demonstrational 
been laid out for 1927 by the 
and truck crop department of the 
Los Angeles County Farm Bureau, under the 
direction of F. H. Ernat. Each division of 
the work coming under either of these crop 
heads has been considered and the most im- 
portant and urgent problems relating to 
them have been selected as projects for this 
year’s work. 

In the case of cereal grains the work has 
been largely allotted to test-plot work, 
where many varieties of grains have been 
planted for the purpose of proving which ts 
the most suited to the needs of the particu- 
lar district. With wheat, plantings In the 
Del Sur district, the west-end of Antelope 
Valley, have been made in an effort to find a 
nonshattering grain, having a good yield. 
The indications are that the Federation 
wheats will be established as best suited to 
growing In this section. Barley experimen- 
tation is largely carried out in the Palos 
Verdes district, where previous work seems 
to have evolved the Sacramento grain as 
superior to the common barley. Plantings 
in Kanota oats, in the Palos Verdes section, 
have established this oat as decidedly the 
best available, according to Mr. Ernst, and 
this project is considered to be practically 
complete. Farm group meetings will be 
held in June in doth districts, when a re 
sume of the work in this division, which has 
extended over a seven-year period, will be 
made. 

One of the most important projects under- 
taken this year concerns weed and aphis 
control as applied to alfalfa crops. In Ante- 
lope Valley, with its 16,000 acres of alfalfa, 
the first crop is the most important and it is 
also the one which f& most afflicted with 
weeds, auch as fox-tall, and the péa-aphid, 
which has materially reduced the crop yield 
in many instances. A weed-burning ma- 
chine has been developed and is being thor- 
oughly tested, and the use of granulated 
calcium sulphide, applied to the young grow- 
ing crop is being checked up very carefully. 
Meetings for this district have already been 
held and the results of the experimental 


| work will be compiled in a circular for dis- 
tribution. 


POTATO STUDIES 

The Farm Bureau is co-operating with the 
junior clubs of San Fernando Valley in a 
project relating to potato fertilizers. Meet- 
ing will be held in June and results of the 
work will be published in circular form. The 
bureau is ubdertaking experiments in potato 
seed curing, in an effort to increase the yield 
from spring cropseeed planting. It has been 
found by eastern experimentalists 
sprouting is stimulated by the use of cheml- 


cal reagents and the field tests here concern 


these particular phases of the work. Field 

meetings will be held in August, after which 

the results of the tests will be announced. 
Special attention is being given to the dis- 


eases which affect sweet potatoes, and to 


fertilizers suitable for this plant. Sweet po- 
tatoes have been found to be resistant to 
nematode, an important thing in their favor, 
for they can be raised om ground which is 
unsuited to other turf crops, such as beans. 
Tests are being made on land that has borne

SEEK BLIGHT CONTROL 

Co-operating with Dr. M. Shapovalor, na- 
tionally famous pathologist of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, an effort 
is being made to find a remedy for tip-blight 
and western-blight, two diseases that have 
afflicted tomato crops very seriously. Usual 
means of blight control, such as spraying, 
dusting and disinfecting of the ground, have 
proved useless in fighting these blights. 
Meetings concerning this work are 
scheduled for July.

cucumber cultivation in this State and ex- 
perimental work is being conducted in the 
Zelzah district with special reference to the 
effect of nitrogenous fertilizers and to cu 
cumber-beetie control. From the results 
thereby obtained, Mr. Ernst will contribute 
his share to a bulletin on the subject which 
he and Prof. J. T. Rosa, of the State College 
of Agriculture, are preparing. Meetings 
concerning this work are being planned for 
June. 


Experimental work on lettuce culture has 
proven very difficult, owing to weather and 
market conditions which disorganize the 
work so often after it has been started. This 
year some work along the line of fertiliza- 
tion has been tried, but freak weather condl- 
tions of late have prattically nullified it. 
At a meeting scheduled for November, eco 
nomic aspects of this crop will be brought 
before the growers. 


No more interesting and important work 
has been undertaken by the Farm Bureau 
than that devoted to alkali soil drainage. 
Tile drainage has not proved effective 
against*®black alkali, which will not leach 
out of the soil unless chemically treated.- Ex 
periments are being conducted at the Los ‘An- 
geles County Farm which are most promis 
ing. following the methods so successfully 
used by Dr. Kelly of the State Agricultural 
College, who succeeded in producing ten 
tons of alfalfa to the acre on ground which 
had previously been so loaded with black al- 
kali as to be absolutely nonproductive, Mr. 
Ernst declares. 


One division of the work, which affects 
every department of the Farm Bureau, has 
to do with soil moisture. In Mr. Ernst’s de 
partment, they are particularly concerned 
with the subject of the economic application 
of irrigation. They are working out a sim- 
ple method by which the farmer can keep 
accurate check on the amount of water he is 
using and the results he is obtaining. A 
field survey was recently conducted and an- 
other will probably be made tater. A circu- 
lar on this work will be prepared for dis- 
tribution. 


The Farm Bureau is interested in deter- 
mining the best forage grass crop for the 
Antelope Valley, where dairying is becoming 
increasingly important. Mr. Ernest states 
that the present indication is that the best 
of these will prove to be the melilotus offici- 
nalis, a prostrate type of grass. A dairy 
tour is planted for this section in June, and 
soil inspection will likely be included in the 
program.

three days, depending on the weather. The 
larvae begin to feed at once and may keep 
it up for three seasons. The larvae are 


j cylindrical and have a segmented hard shiny 


covering. Their food is not confined to 
beans, but includes alfalfa, wild aster, beets, 
corn, Johnson grass, nettles, pigweed, pota- 
toes and many other plants. The wire 
worm starts to work as soon as the soil be- 
comes warm in the spring. 

Various research men have spent much 
time seeking a satisfactory wire worm con- 
trol, and the following method is now rec- 
ommended: Bait-rows of cull beans, corn or 
similar seed should be planted as soon as 
the worms begin to move about, and about 
two weeks DBefore the planting of the real 
crop. These bait-rows are about twoand one 
half or three feet apart and are allowed to re- 
main for a week or ten days untreated to 
draw all the worms to them. Granular calctum 
cyanide is then applied with a bean .planter 
and drilled perhaps half an inch deeper 
than the bait itself. Six pounds of the cy- 
anide to 1000 feet of row is recommended, 
and with rows three feet apart eizhty-eight 
pounds to the acre will be sufficient. In test 
plots, rows three feet apart have been. found 
to attract 90 per cent of the worms. 

It is safe to plant the real crop of beans 
after waiting for four or five days after the 
cyanide treatment has been applied. If it 
is necessary to plant sooner, the crop rows 
may be made between the bait rows, as the 
cyanide gas which is liberated when the 
calcium cyanide comes in contact with the 
moisture in the soil either side of the bait- 
row. The only residue left in the soil after 
the gas is liberated is slacked lime. In plant 
ing the cyanide, it is advisable to follow the 
bait rows very accurately to get a maxi- 
mum kill. 

Three demonstrations of this method 
‘were made in Ventura county during April. 
On the place of W. E. Ready of Ventura a 
ten-foot bait-row was dug up after the cy- 
anide was applied and twenty dead worms 
were found. Sections. between the bait- 
rows were dug up and but two live wire 
worms were discovered. A ten-foot un- 
treated row was investigated and seventeen 
live worms were found at the bait. Simi- 
lar results were found on the farms of 
Frank Borchard, Oxnard, and Charles Pope, 
Camarillo. 

If no reinfestation occurs, one treatment 
should be sufficient for three years. Pre 
cautions to prevent reinfestation are to keep 
fields free from dead weeds and straw and 
to cut down all weed growth in the spring. 
The calcium cyanide can be bought for 20 
cents a pound.

be true, it ie high time leaders tn this big 
industry took steps to remedy the situa- 
tion before the problem becomes acute. I 
am inclined to believe that things are not 
nearly so bad as painted and that the law 
of supply and demand will effect the cure. 
If there is an overproduction we will short- 
ly see many poultrymen automatically re- 
moved from the field. After all is said and 
written about the subject, it is simply an- 
other case of the survival of the fittest, so 
why get unduly alarmed? 


One thing I do believe is, that there are 
far too many inferior birds in the average 
poultry flock and that the culling out of 
these would undoubtedly make the business, 
generally speaking, more profitable. Fur- 
thermore, more attention paid to the breed- 
ing end of the industry could not but help 
to increase the profits, and place it on a 
sounder basis. It may be that a knowledge 
of the fundamental laws of breeding may

J. T. Milligan,.presfdent and general man- 
ager of the big Califor... White Leghorn 
Breeding Farms, ts one who leans strongly to 
that belief. On his big poultry plant four 
miles west of San Fernando at Granada, 
he is building up a flock of White Leghorns 
which have already become noted as con- 
sistent winners in the various poultry 
shows and in official egg-laying contests. 


The plant covers approximately nine acres 
and is equipped with a fine set of poultry 
buildings. There are two breeding houses 
400 feet long by 20 feet wide, one spe 
cial breeding house 120 feet long by 20 
feet in width, three other special breeding 
houses each being 12 by 16 feet in dimen- 
sion. Then there is a brooder house 400 
by 20 feet, a steam-heated conditioning 
room 16 by 30 feet, a feed room 30 by 60 
feet, a green-feed room 15 by 20 feet. .All 
of the large buildings on the place are 
equipped with the double-yard system, edch 
run being 40 by 100 feet and each pen hav- 
ing two shade trees, the entire ‘ant being 
planned for convenience and for the com- 
fort of the birds. About 1000 feet of over- 
head track connects the princival breeding 
pens with the feed rooms, thereby making 
for a considerable saving from m labor 
standpoint. There are no dropping boards 
in any of the houses, an innovation worked 
out by Mr. Milligan several years ago, and 
now in use on many other Southern Califor- 
nia ranches, the space under the roosts be- 
ing screened off from the birds. Other 
buildings include a concrete incubator 
house with a capacity for 50.000 eggs, and 
residence structures. Bulldings to be erected 
this year include another brooder house 
with a capacity for 15,000 chicks and a cock- 
erel house for 1000 birds. 


CONSISTENT WINNER 


Before coming to California Mr. Milligan 
was a prominent poultryman of Kentucky, 
having won many prizes on his White Leg- 
horns throughout the East. For a time he 
was connected with the y-ultry department 
of the University of Kentucky at  Lex- 
ington, where he had.an opportunity to 
work out many experiments in poultry 
breeding. In California he has devoted 
most of his time to the breeding 
end of the business both from the stand- 
point of high egg productio#¥ and for 
exhibition qualities, and his winnings since 
coming to the Coast have been extensive. 
He has ever a score of silver cups and a 
large number of ribbons won during the 
past year and which testify to his ability to 
produce prize-winning and heavy-laying 
He has been able to chalk 
up high records in official egg-laying con- 
tests as well as to win in the show room on 
strictly exhibition type—something of an 
accomplishment. 

Naturally, in order to do this, he main- 
tains two types of Leghorns on the farm, 
one which has been carefully bred up ac- 
cording to the Standard of Perfection, and 
the other noted chiefly for its heavy eag- 
laying proclivities. Although he keeps these 
two lines apart from each other, he has done 
considerable crossbreeding between them 
and has gained some remarkable results in 
the blending of the two types. The most 
notable instance of thig was seen last year 
in the Texas National Ege Laying Contest 
where three pullets of such a cross made 
an average of 255 eggs in the 360 days, and 
were listed by the Texas College of Agricul- 
ture authorities as exhibition-bred birds, 
providing new proof that type and produc: 
tion can be combined in the same fowl. 


STUDENT OF HEREDITY 


In his efforts to produce birds that would 
win in the show room Mr. Milligan has 
delved deep into the laws of heredity. Fol- 
lowing the law that “Like Begets Like,” he 
selects his matings to conform with the 
standards wanted. However, he also rea- 
lizes that he cannot overlook the “Law of 
Variation’™’ which implies that the charac- 
ters present in the parents are not always 
visibly reproduced in the offspring. While 
this law seems antagonistic to the law that 
“Like Begets Like,” it should not be thus 
taken, for tt has been found that there ts a 
variability in the offspring often not strik- 
ingly apparent but nevertheless present, and 
which sets this law apart as separate and 
distinct. From a practical standpoint the 
breeder greatly benefits from this law in 
that he is enabled to select the outstanding 
offspring, mating up only the birds that 
show some improvement in type over the 
parents. 

While Mr. Milligan, like other breeders, 
is aware of the fact that little is known of 
the “Law of Variation” he, like others, is 
led to believe that one of the factors which 
governs it is probably the power of transmis" 
sion of dominant of recessive characters 
which may, if desirable, be reproduced and

He Sulphurs His Vines 
by Auto — 


LODI.—Sulphuring vineyards at the rate 
éf twenty acres per hour is accomplished 
by a local vineyardist with a home-made ap- 
paratus that is proving a great labor-saver 
by comparison with the old hand-operated 
outfits he formerly used. He says he is 
through trudging along between rows dust- 
ing vines. 

Theodore Heil longed so hard to escape 
this work that he set out to perfect a power 
duster that could get over the ground in a 
hurry. Taking a second hand car, he 
stripped it to the chassis, shortened the 
wheel base and narrowed the tread so that 
it could.turn in a small space and operate 
between rows of mature vines. He then 
worked out a method of using the motor 
power to operate a blower. The result is a 
machine that blows a cloud of finely divided 
sulphur out into the vines. 

Mr. Hell's original experimenting was done 
last season. His machine attracted the at- 
tention of agricultural extension agents who 
carefully checked costs of operation. 
ing all the possible charges against the im- 
plement, including interest on average in- 
vestment, depreciation at the rate of 20 per 
cent a year, gas, oll and repairs, on the basis 
of 200 acres cared for, the cost was only 18 
cents per hour, it is said. For fear that 
some item of expense had been miseed the 
extension agents added 2 cents, which 
brought the total operating cost of the outfit 
up to 20 cents per hour, to which was added 
a charge of 35 cents an hour for the time of 
the operator. The cost of his labor for sul- 
phuring with hand equnipment ii, three 
neighboring vineyards averaged 22 cents 
per acre. 

In estimating the cost of operating Mr. 
Heil’s outfit the extension agents figured his 
average speed to be seven and one half miles 
per hour. At that speed the cost of sulphur- 
ing the vines was cut one-third below that of 
the neighbors, without increasing the 
amount of sulphur used and Mr. Heil says he 
has been doing a lot better than these figures 
indicate this spring, hoWever. 

This machine has attracted the attention 
of grape growers in many parts of the San 
Joaquin Valley. The method is the envy 
of all the vineyardists for all Mr. Heil has to 
do is crank the car, step on the gas and 
spread dust.

The trellising of tomatoes Id start 
soon, or at least the preparation for trellis 
ing. There are several ways to go about 
this, and the writer's ideas have been ex- 
pressed in these columns many times be 
fore. Briefly there are two methods—the 
training to a single stake, and the trellising 
on wires on wooden supports. The writer 
places heavy posts about every twenty feet 
apart, and then stretches wires between. 
These posts are about five or six feet high 
and the wires parallel each other. Three 
or four wires, the first set about a foot 
above the surface of. the soil, should be 
tightly stretched between the posts, with 
additional support if necessary. Last year a 
system making use of a single stake, with 
several lateral wooden arms attached was 
tried, but this proved to be insecure with 
heavy crops, so the wire trellis which always 
works out well will be used this season in 
the writer's garden. 

If the single stakes are to be used one 
should set them up.at this time, and pinch 
off all lateral branches of the plants. On 
the other hand, if the wire trellis is to be 
used the laterals should be taken off the 
plants up to about twelve inches where the 
first horizontal wire is placed, and above 
that the lateral branching can be encour. 
aged. Trellising tomatoes in the home gar- 
den has many advantages over growing 
them prostrate, chiefly in pest control, how- 
ever. Worm infestation is seldom encount- 
ered on plants that are kept up off the

of the kind can be set

In the East, few gardeners “sucker” sweet 
corn, but in the West under irrigation it is 
a universal practice. With us, sweet corn 
will not produce normally if the suckers are 
not removed at least twice and preferably 
three times during the period of growth. 
This is especially true of the Oregon Ever- 
green variety, long the most popular sort 
here with those who do not know the yel- 
low kinds. The Golden Bantam does not 
produce suckers as prolifically as the Ore- 
gon Evergreen, but the Golden*Giant, with 
the Golden Bantam as one of its parents is 
as rank a grower as the Oregon Evergreen, 
and must be suckered heavily. 
| Suckers are side-crowths on the parent 

etalk, and if not removed will develop more 
rapidly than the parent, and finally dwarf 
itt in size, with the result that the parent 
will produce no ears. In removing these 


are 
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growths there is a right and a wrong way. 
The way that the commercial grower takes 
them off is by grasping the sucker with one 
hand, and the parent stalk with the other. 
so that the roots of the latter will not be 
loosened in the soll when the sucker is 
pulled away. The operation of removing the 
sucker should be by a quick outward twist 
and pull, rather than a slow upward pull. 
Once the suckers are removed, the soil can 
be drawn up around the base of the stalk 
and firmed down, as the roots are often 
slightly loosened by the operation. 


The first suckering should be dope as soon 
as these growths appear. It must be remem- 
bered that they rob the soll of strength and 
compete directly against the stalk, so the 
quicker they are removed the better. Gen- 
erally sucker growth is an indication of 
good development, in other words, if suck- 
ers appear, there will be sweet corn later 
for the family table provided they are re- 
moved properly and in time, and other cul- 
tural needs are attended to. 

The second time over is usually made 
when the stalks are about two feet high, 
and the third is more in the nature of thin- 
ning down the number of ears to the stalk, 
and the removal of any suckers that were 
missed previously. With Golden Bantam 
and other yellow sorts, especially the dwarf 
types, it must be remembered that the ears

Sweet corn must be Jrrigated and culti- 
vated regularly each wtek. Corn is a very 
thirsty plant, and to neglect watering it reg- 
ularly will result in failure. When irrigat- 
ing sweet corn draw a wide shallow furrow 
between rows, but take care not to cut into 
the feeder roots of the stalka. Water 
should be run slowly. down this furrow, fol- 
lowed in a day or two by cultivation, which

Thies year the writer planted three kinds 
of yellow sweet corn seed secured: in the 
. On January 16, and will plant four 
kinds later on. The first planting was three 
feet high and showing tassel (May 1) with 
ears appearing in some cases. This is the 
Golden Giant variety. It is the earliest corn 
that I have ever planted and it is develop 
ing normally. Some of the other sorts, par- 
ticularly the Sunshine, are not doing well, 
but are shooting to tassel too early. The 
Sunshine does not promise much. 


SINGLE STAKING BEST 

After several years of experimenting in 
trellising pole beans with the idéa of find- 
ing the best and most economical way of 
handling them, the writer has come back to 
the single stake and thie year is using 
stakes cut especially for this purpose. They 
are 3-4 by 3-4 inch in dimension and should 
last several years with proper care. Trel- 
lising string beans should start just as soon 
as the first tendrils appear, and once 
these are taken care of, little other training 
ie necessary. 

About this time, too, it Is a good idea to 
apply about a tablespoonful of ammonium 
sulphate ar some such mineral fertilizer to 
every eighteen inches of row with beans, es- 
pecially tf the soll is not very fertile. This 
should be placed well into the plant side of 
the furrow made for irrigation, and its app!i- 
cation should pe followed immediately by 
a thorough irrigation. Beatie require a 
weekly application of water if they are to 
mature rapidly. As soon as the plants are 
two or three inches high a shallow furrow 
must be run between rows. Get as close tuo 
the plants as possible without danger of 
flooding around the base; application of 
water can be given therein, followed by cul- 
tivation. 

For those who have planted potatoes and 
are not versed In the culture of this crop 
under irrigation, there are several points to 
remember, the chief of which has to do with 
irrigation. Commercial planters of very 
early potatoes, where trrigation is provided. 
try to get by in the spring with one irriga- 
tion, and not more than two, if possible. 
This should not be the alm of the home gar- 
dener, although too much Water will result 
fm more harm than good, éspecially if it is 
carelessly applied. 

RIGHT SPUD FURROW 3 

As soon as the potate plants are about 
six inches bigh, one should begin to hill up 
to them. drawing the soll from between the 
rows. Gradually a farrow will form there, 
but this should be a V-shaped one rather than 
a wide shallow furrow such as has been rec- 
ommended for corn and beans. The reason 
for this is that if one gets im too close to 
the plants there is danger of cutting off the 
“spud roots,” that is, the young tubers just 
forming 

Very light applications of water about ev- 
ery ten days or two weeks will serve for po 
tatoes, and after the tubers begin toe grow 
in size one heavy application can be given. 
Yet at no time should the water be allowed 
to flood up around the base of the plants. 
Weeds should be hoed out regularly, so that 
they will not get a start between hilis. No 
fertilizer should be applied after planting. 

At this time the tomatoes will be coming 
along in good shape, getting a good start 
after transplanting. Subsequent care should 
be given in irrigation, cultivation and trel- 
lising. For applying water, run a smal) fur- 
row along each side of the plant row and ir- 
rigate regularly every ten days, bringing the 
furrow away from the plant as it grows in 
size. When the blossoms begin to set on, 
applications of water should be light and 
infrequent.

The same experiments indicate that the f 
types of pruning have considerable effect 
on production. Production records were 
maintained on the Thille ranch during the 
first year, and will be continued for at least 
ten years. The first year of production 
showed that the twenty-one trees pruned by 
the light or thinning system produced a tot- 
al of 1865 pounds of good lemons, while the 
headed-back trees produced but 726 pounds 
of good fruit. This is an enormous differ- 
énce, especially for the first year’s produc- 
tion. To secure an average production for 
am acre, these figures should be multiplied 
by four. © 

Ordinarily trees must be from four to six 
years old to produce such crops as those 
which were pruned by thinning bore on the 
Thille place; but they were only three years 
old and it was their frst bearing year. This 
indicates the possibility of securing good 
production while the trees are quite young 
and at the same time maintaining a suf- 
ficient tree growth. The thinned trees are 
making just as gooda framework structure 
as those which have been headed back. 


These principles apply as well to the prun-
